think much about God’s plan of redemption 

for mankind. In our thinking we reflect upon 
Calvary and the Resurrection. Of course, before there 
could be a Calvary, there had to be a Bethlehem. : 
Thus, we find ourselves including the whole life of By Robert Humbertson 
Christ in our thoughts at this time of the year. 

A verse which beautifully and concisely presents the 
redemption story is 2 Corinthians 8:9, “For ye know 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that, though he 
was rich, yet for your sakes he became poor, that ye 
through his poverty might be rich.” Let us look closely 
at each part of this verse. 


“THOUGH HE WAS RICH” 


When was Christ rich? He was not rich at His birth. 
We are told that Mary and Joseph came to an inn 
on the night of Jesus’ birth, but there was no room 
in the inn. They took the Holy Child and placed Him 
in the manger. That was His cradle. He was as poor 
as the poorest at His birth; yet Paul said He was rich. 
When? Was it when He grew older? When He was a 
young child, Herod, a wicked king, sought to kill Him, 
and an angel warned Joseph in a dream to flee with 
Him into Egypt. In obedience to the warning he took 
the young Child and His mother and fled as he was 
told. They were poor, homeless wanderers, fleeing from 
the ungodly king. When the time came to return to 
Palestine, they went to, and dwelt in, Nazareth. There 
the Lord Jesus grew up, and there He was known as 
“the carpenter,” and although He worked as a car- 
penter, He still did not become rich. 

Did Jesus become rich after He began His ministry? 
No, for He said, “The foxes have holes, and the birds 
of the air have nests; but the Son of man hath not 
where to lay his head” (Matthew 8:20). 

Jesus was never rich while He was on this earth. 
When, then, was He rich? Jesus was rich when He 
was with His Father in heaven. All heaven was His. 
Riches such as God alone has, were His; but He left 
them all for us. 


“HE BECAME POOR” 


In Philippians 2:7, 8, Paul said that Jesus “made 
himself of no reputation, and took upon him the form 
of a servant, and was made in the likeness of men: 
and being found in fashion as a man, he humbled him- 
self, and became obedient unto death, even the death 
of the cross.” The poverty of Jesus was purely volun- 
tary. He stooped to it. He embraced it. “No one took 
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from off His brow the crown of heaven, He laid it 
aside; no one stripped Him of His royal robes, He un- 
robed Himself; no one paralysed the arm of His power, 
of Himself He chose our weakness; no one shrouded 
Him in mortal flesh, of His own will He assumed the 
limitations and bonds of. our nature” (James Hast- 
ings). 

I have written of the poverty in which Christ was 
born and the poverty of His life, but, after all, that 
is not the worst kind of poverty. To have friends who 
will comfort and help us, to have them care for us 
when we are sick, and show love and sympathy when 
we are dying—we are not really poor if we have friends 
like that. The time came for Jesus to die. Did He have 
friends to help Him and cheer Him? No, His disciples 
forsook Him and fled, but was this Christ’s deepest 
poverty? No, for even though men forsake us in trou- 
ble, still we can be comforted by God. Did Jesus have 
this sustaining comfort? Listen to the cry of anguish 
that burst from His sorrow-stricken heart while He 
was on the cross—‘My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” Then Christ was in His deepest poverty. 
God turned away His face from His beloved Son, and 
left Him alone to suffer and die. Why? “For your 
sakes.” If we had to meet God in our sins, with all the 
guilt upon our souls, He would have to turn His face 
away from us, and leave us in the darkness forever. 
God cannot look upon sin, and, so, when Christ was 
dying for us, bearing our sins, God turned His face 
away from Him that He might look in love and grace 
on us! 


“THAT YE THROUGH HIS POVERTY 
MIGHT BE RICH” 


Thank God for the richness of His redeeming love. 
Thank God for the new life we have through Christ. 
Having experienced His saving grace, we know the true 
joy of living. We find our greatest happiness - and 
peace in doing God's will. Redemption has made us 
rich. We are now the sons of God, for John declared, 
“As many as received him, to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God.” Writing to the Romans, Paul 
said, “As many as are led by the Spirit of God, they 
are the sons of God... . The Spirit beareth witness 
with our spirit, that we are the children of God: and 
if children, then heirs; heirs of God, and joint-heirs 
with Christ.” 

Through Christ we are rich now, but we are going 
to be even richer. Christ is now preparing a mansion 
for us. He said, “In my Father’s house are many 
mansions: if it were not so, I would have told you. I 
go to prepare a place for you.” 

In his first epistle the Apostle John wrote, ‘Beloved, 
now are we the sons of God, 4nd it doth not yet ap- 
pear what we shall be: but we know that, when he 
shall appear, we shall be like him; for we shall see 
him as he is.” 

Yes, Christ became poor, that we through His pover- 
ty might be rich, but although the riches of God’s 
grace are for all, no one can have them unless he 
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comes to Christ and trusts Him as his Saviour. No 
one can have these riches unless he confesses his sins. 
There will be lost souls who will wait forever, “Jesus 
became poor that I might be rich, but I loved my 
sins more. Now I am lost and there is no hope. I must 
be poor, poor, poor, forever.” 

Jesus Christ, the Son of God, died on the cross of 
Calvary for your redemption. If you accept Him today 
as your personal Saviour, you will become a partaker 
of the riches of His grace.

our lives than many realize; they denote char- 
aracter as well as identification. 

We use our hands to catch, to hold, to push away, 
to press, to soothe, to pull, to lift, to perform countless 
labors. Our hands are different; the fingers are dif- 
ferent shapes. Some persons’ hands are long and 
slender, others are short and stubby, and the lines on 
the palms, the fingernails, and other characteristics, 
often reveal the type of employment in which they 


O UR HANDS PLAY A more important part in 


have been used. Hands also help denote one’s charac- 
ter as well. 

One who picks cotton for a living continually will 
have short, stubby fingers, often worn flat and broad 
on top: the hand of an auto mechanic and an in- 
dustrial machinist will have grease imbedded in the 
creases and under the nails of the fingers, regardless 
of how much they may wash their hands. One can 
tell by his hands, whether a person works much or 
lives a life of ease. A gambler’s hands also tell on him, 
if one will but note them closely. 

For many years now our various departments, such 
as the police, military and governmental offices, have 
learned to classify and identify their employees and 
record various criminals by the use of fingerprinting. 

As we noted the words “behold my hands” in John 
20:27, we at once realized there must be more in this 
statement of Christ’s than meets the casual eye, so we

there are three successive steps in the evidence 
of the reality of Christ’s resurrection. These 
are. listed in order, as follows: 

First, let us consider the empty tomb as evidence of 
His resurrection. There are vital questions to reckon 
with if we doubt His resurrection. What became of 
His body if He did not rise? Is it reasonable to believe 
that the disciples overpowered the guards and stole 
the body of Jesus away? If some doubted when they 
saw Jesus, it is not surprising that some doubt now. 
It has been nearly nineteen centuries since our Lord 
was on earth among men in visible form. Too often, 
doubt feeds on itself. We will do well to accept the 
scriptural evidence of His resurrection. 


How could men who had reached such depths of 
despair, so suddenly wake up to such great confidence, 
if no resurrection had occurred to revive their faith? 
In his letter to the church at Corinth, Brother Paul 
Says there were some five hundred brethren who had 
seen the Lord at once after His resurrection. Most of 
these brethren still lived at the time of Paul’s writing. 
A few man-fearing, money-hungry men might be 
bribed to tell a lie, but it is not reasonable to think 
that five hundred Christian men would testify to His 
resurrection if it had not happened; knowing full well 
that to continue giving such testimony would mean 
their being cast out of the synagogue and peeeenee 
by men. 

None denied that He died on the cross. In his 
Gospel, chapter 27, Matthew says that the chief priests, 
scribes and elders all witnessed His death on the cross. 
Some of them were there through the whole ordeal. 
When Christ cried out, “My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” one of them took a sponge filled 
with vinegar and gave Him to drink. The rest said, 
“Wait, let’s see if Elias will come to save Him.” When 
He was pronounced dead, His body was prepared for 
burial in a new tomb where no one had been buried. 
The chief priests and Pharisees requested Pilate to 
seal the tomb and place guards there to keep the 
disciples from moving His body. Neither the religious 
leaders, common people, or Roman soldiers denied 
that Jesus died and was buried; nor did they deny 
that the tomb was empty on the third day after His 
crucifixion. 

To satisfy the Jews, the soldiers agreed, for a price, 
to tell that while they slept the disciples stole the body 
away. To protect the soldiers, the Jewish leaders 
pleaded with the Roman government not to discipline 
the soldiers for their behavior. 


ae i HE WRITERS of the four Gospels agree that 


It seems that certain good women were the last to 
leave the burial scene, and the first to see the empty 
tomb. They came to anoint, Saint Mark says, the body 
of Him whom they regarded with a deep reverent love, 
saying, “Who will roll away the stone?” Imagine their 
mixed emotions when they saw the stone had already 
been moved! Imagine their fear when they saw not 
the lifeless form of Jesus but rather an angel from 
heaven whose countenance was like lightning and his 
raiment white as snow! 


SECOND, LET US CONSIDER the testi- 
mony of the angel as evidence of Christ’s resurrection. 
The soldiers lay on the ground as dead men. The 
earthquake and the sight of one angel frightened them 
into utter helplessness. The presence of the angel 
brought consternation to the soldiers. To the good 
women, however, it brought comfort and consolation. 
The guards had cause to fear. Not so with those faith- 
ful women. “Fear not,” said the angel to thém, “for 
I know that ye seek Jesus which was crucified.” Here 
the angel confirms Christ’s death. “He is not here. 
Come see the place where the Lord lay.” There was 
something perhaps of general reproof in those words. 
The Lord had said again and again that He would 
arise the third day. His disciples should have remem- 
bered His words. They should not have been hopeless, 
but hopeful, on this morning. They should have 
looked forward to this occasion, but, as we do, they 
allowed circumstances to cause fear and anxiety. 

Only John had stayed by the cross. No apostle, as 
far as we are told, witnessed the burial. The angel 
charged the women, “Go quickly and tell His disciples 
that He is risen from the dead.” As evidence, “Tell 
them the tomb is empty.” As further evidence, “Tell 
them that an angel has confirmed His resurrection.” 


They went at once; they ran; their hearts were 
filled with mixed feelings. There was fear but there 
was also joy which overcame fear. The Lord was risen! 
As they went, suddenly, in a moment, they met the 
Master. They looked once more upon His holy face 
which was no longer stained with blood or fixed in 
death but gazing upon them in loving compassion. 
This was the fulfillment of His words when He said, 
“Ye now therefore have sorrow, but I will see you 
again and your hearts shall rejoice and your joy 
no man taketh from you.” 

Third, let us consider the appearance of Christ as 
evidence of His resurrection. The presence of the Lord 
brings joy and blessed assurance to the Christian. 
On that same day He appeared to two of the disciples 
while on their way to Emmaus. His words were so 
assuring they said one to the other, “Did not our 
hearts burn within us while He talked with us on the 
way!” They returned immediately to Jerusalem and 
found gathered together the Eleven and them that 
were with them. As they testified to His resurrection 
Christ appeared in their midst and said, “Peace be 
unto you.” He opened their understanding and said, 
“Ye are witnesses of these things,” after which He 
lifted His hands and blessed them. He was parted

than Christianity, are dead, even by the ad- 

mission of their own most devoted followers. 
The Christian religion is unique in its fundamental 
belief that Christ, the Source and Head of the Church, 
is still alive; and that His living influence contributes 
to the spiritual life and power of every member of the 
body. 

The Apostle John had witnessed the post-resurrec- 
tion appearances of Christ. He had stood with the 
other disciples on the Mount of ascension, and had 
heard Christ’s commission to evangelize the world 
with its related promise of power for witnessing. Sixty- 
three years later, during the height of the fiery perse- 
cution to which the infant church was subjected, John 
was exiled upon the remote island of Patmos. Boiling 
oil had not been able to quench the white-hot heat of 
his fervor for Christ, but now he was isolated from 
his friends, with no one to whom he could preach. 
In his loneliness, John needed reassurance. It was at 
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this time that Christ came to him in a vision. Standing 
in the midst of the candlesticks which represented 
the churches, John saw the glorious living Christ, re- 
splendent in His heavenly attire, vibrant with the 
power of eternal life. He heard Him utter these re- 
assuring words: “Fear not; I am the first and the last: 
I am he that liveth, and was dead; and behold, I am 
alive for evermore, amen; and have the keys of hell 
and of death” (Revelation 1:17, 18). What a marvelous 
revelation to a discouraged apostle! This inspiring 
vision prepared the heart of John to receive the reve- 
lation of things to come: those momentous events 
relating to the antichrist, the tribulation, the New 
Jerusalem and the millennial reign. 


The vital concept that Christ is alive will keep the 
individual Christian, and in a larger sense the Church, 
dynamic. It was this that the Apostle Paul had in 
mind when he wrote, “That I may know him, and the 
power of his resurrection.” He had come into contact 
with that life-giving force in a room on a street 
called Straight, with the anointed hands of the obe- 
dient servant of God upon his head. The scales fell 
from his eyes, enabling him to see the world in a new 
light. Later, while writing one of his epistles, he de- 
scribed this experience with the words: “Old things 
have passed away, and behold, all things have become 
new.” There were times, however, when the “heavenly 
vision” became dim, and he needed the reassurance 
that Christ indeed was living. On one occasion Paul 
was on a boat destined for Rome. In the midst of his 
voyage a howling storm arose which threatened to 
rend the ship. He was a prisoner, herded among other 
common criminals who had violated the laws of im- 
perial Rome. What a predicament! In the midst of 
these, the most adverse of circumstances, came the 
vision of a living Christ with words of comfort and re- 
assurance. 


WHEN THE EVANGELISTIC fervor begins 
to falter in the Church, let us remind ourselves that 
the spark which activated the early Church was not 
only the anointing of the Holy Ghost, but also the 
dynamic fact of the resurrection of Jesus Christ from 
the dead. This was the vibrant theme of New Testa- 
ment preaching. The Church of God preachers of that 
day actually believed that their leader, Jesus, was 
alive! They had seen Him! He had spoken unto them! 
And wherever they went thousands believed them, un- 
til ultimately their infectious enthusiasm and earnest 
witness stormed and won the entire Roman empire. 
Alive for evermore! That was the amazing news 
which captured the ancient world, and that is the 
message that has changed the lives of millions ever 
since. 


Every minister of today should have a vital insight 
into the real meaning of life with a risen Lord. It is not 
enough to preach eloquently about the resurrection; 
the Christ-life must be lived consistently. Such a life 
will produce a burning compassion for lost souls. It 
will call forth an alertness to take advantage of every 
opportunity to advance the kingdom of Christ. It will 




























































drive one to his knees in intercessory prayer for 
doomed multitudes. Not only the minister, but every 
Christian needs to know the true meaning of a risen 
Lord. It is not enough to sing, “I know He lives, for 
He lives within my heart,” but such a life will pro- 
duce a faithful church member. When Jesus truly 
lives within the heart, such a person will not stay 
away from midweek prayer service at the least ex- 
cuse. He will cooperate in the program of advance- 
ment of His church, and he will not be stingy in his 
support of Christ’s cause. He will stand ready to serve 
in any capacity that the pastor or church officers 
may deem fit. 

In this day of jaded spiritual appetites may we 
gaze at the empty tomb and there catch the trium- 
phant note of the resurrection which will awaken the 
| slumbering chords of our inner being. Much emphasis 

is being placed on the miraculous, and thousands are 
being disillusioned by pseudo-miracles. Some are even 
anxiously awaiting the “mass miracle.” The miracle 
of all ages and one that will transform lives from 
defeat to victory, from doubt to belief, from despair 
to hope, is that of Christ’s triumphant conquest over 
death, hell and the grave, and that because He lives, 
we, too, can live. We need the personal awareness of 
the power that produces such a miracle. 

This is a nuclear age; it is an age of frustration. 
Men’s hearts are failing them for fear. It is a time of 

















































































































peril. Civilization is tottering on the brink of annihila- 
tion. The world apprehensively shudders under the 
pall of atomic fall-out. Where are we headed? What 
will take place? What catastrophe awaits the human 
race? Since Christ has risen from the dead and is 
now alive, those who trust in Him have no fear. Man 
has always dreaded the unknown. The dark tomorrow 
that lies behind the mysterious veil which hangs be- 
tween the stage of this life and the next, fills the 
heart of man with dread foreboding. But whatever 
terrors it may hide, Christ has vanquished them in 
utter defeat. His reassuring, calm, confident voice 
speaks to us this Easter season: “Be not afraid ... 


only believe.”

began to reread and search the Scriptures prayerfully. 
The Spirit of the Lord helped us to note that, first, 
Jesus desired to prove to Thomas that He was the 
same Person who had been crucified and buried. By 
revealing the nailprints in the palms of His hands, 
He proved He was not an impostor; that He was the 
same one Thomas had followed as a disciple, the 
same who had stated prior to the day of crucifixion 
that on the third day He would rise again. Here is 
evidence to restore Thomas’ confidence and to help 
him believe the astounding truth, that Jesus was not 
dead any more, but was alive, and this person speak- 
ing to him and showing him His hands, was Jesus 
Christ, the Son of the Living God. Oh, what a revela- 
tion to Thomas! No wonder he, with a heart now beat- 
ing loudly with joy and intense excitement, exclaimed, 
“My Lord and my God!” 

There is more contained in the expression “Behold 
my hands” than just to identify Himself by the nail- 
prints. Let us notice the prophetic words contained in 
Zechariah 13:6, “Those with which I was wounded in 
the house of my friends.” 

The nail-pierced hands also, reminded Thomas and 
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the other disciples, and remind all of us that “he 
came unto his own and his own received him not,” and 
that from them He had received these terrible wounds. 
He did not receive them because He was trying to 
save His own life, but He received these wounds in 
His hands because He came to rescue (save) His people 
from their sins. He came to deliver us from the enemy; 
He purchased us with His own life’s blood. Therefore, 
we are no more our own, but we belong to Him. “Be 
not faithless, but believing.” Oh, what a challenge to 
Thomas, and not only to him, but to all of us. In 
John 14:19, Jesus said, “Because I live, ye shall live 
also.” 

We are in debt to Christ; we owe Him our lives. Do 
you believe it? Can you utter along with Thomas, “My 
Lord and my God”? If so, forgiveness of sin and 
eternal life are yours. 


TO ILLUSTRATE the meaning of this im- 
portant truth more vividly, let me tell of a true inci- 
dent that happened a few years ago concerning an 
infidel named William Dixon and a little boy named 
Dickie Winslow: 


In the village of Brackenthwaite, old Peggy Win- 
Slow’s cottage caught fire and burned to the ground; 
the aged woman was pulled out alive, but later died. 
However, while they were pulling her out of the burn- 
ing building, they heard a cry. Up in an attic window 
stood a shrieking little boy, Peggy’s orphan grand- 
child. It seemed too late to save the boy, for already 
the stairs had fallen in. Suddenly William Dixon 
rushed to the burning building, climbed up an iron 
pipe that extended along the side of the cottage, 
reached the boy and brought him safely, amid cheers, 
to the hands of waiting folks below, just as the smok- 
ing wall fell. 

Dickie was not hurt, but the hand with which Dixon 
held to the hot pipe was terribly burned. The burn 
later healed but left a terrible scar. 


What was to become of little Dickie Winslow? James 
Lovett, a most respected man of the community, 
begged that Dickie be given to him for adoption, as 
they had lost their boy some years before. To every- 
one’s surprise, Will Dixon made a similar request, so 
a meeting was called.

Those hands gave forth 
the true character of this humble One, this great One, 
this compassionate Son of God. “My Lord and my 
God; He is mine and I am His.” What gladness, 
what joy this revelation must have brought to the 
heart and mind of Thomas, and will bring to you and 
to all who will be not faithless, but believing. “He is 
the resurrection and the life.” 

This Easter time, whatever you do, do not forget 
His challenge to Thomas. What He said to him is also 
to all of us: “Behold my hands.” When you see them 
through the eyes of faith, think, “He rescued me; He 
did it for me; oh, how I love Him for that.” Yes, 
my name is engraved in the palms of His hands, and 
I, too, submit my body, soul, and spirit into the keeping 
of those blessed hands, for “he is able to keep that 
which I have committed unto him against that day.” 
“And God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes; 
and there shall be no more death, neither sorrow, nor 
crying, neither shall there be any more pain: for the 
former things are passed away,” Revelation 21:4. 

Can you in your mind’s eye see Him take those 
wonderful hands and wipe away all tears? Well, He 
will, and then our joy will be full. Do not forget His 
words: “Behold my hands.”

2. The Youth Challenge is being written for a more 
advanced and mature age group than heretofore;

3. The Junior High Challenge contains the tesson, 
additional character stories, puzzles, and inter- 
esting features for ages 12, 13, and 14. 


4. The Junior, Primary and Beginner literature will 
be unaffected by this change.
